Sir Edward Carson, who will be as- 
sisted by Sidney B. Woods, deputy at- 
torney general of Alberta, in this case;

at stake, was created a knight in 
1900. He has represented the constit- 
nency of Dublin university in the 
British House of Commons continu- 
ously since 1892. He is a King’s coun. 
sel, a bencher of King’s Inn, Dublin, 
aand a beneher of the Middle temple, 
He was appointed solicitor general for 
Jieland in 1892 and from 1900 to 1906 
was solicitor general for the United 


Kingdom in the Balfour cabinet. Sir 
Edward was born in 1854, and was 
educated at Trinity college, Dublin 


He resides at 5 Eaton place, Rotting- 
dean. 

Sir Robert Bannatyne 
M.G., privy councillor, K.C., 
and G.L., was born July 11th, 1842, 
at Edinburgh. He was educated at 
Edinburgh academy and university 
and graduating in medicine and law 
was called to the bar in 1867.

TUBERCU' OS!IS IN COWS. 


The plates exhibited in the Imper- 
ial Shos Store winlow are taken from 
a bulletin entitled ‘‘Milk and Its Re- 
lation to the Public Health,” issued 
by the Public Health Laboratory, 
Washington, D. C. 

These plates prove that animals 
apparently in perfect health may be 
diseased with tuberculosis and be a 
menace to the public health. 

The best method of detecting. taber- 
culosis in cows, or other animals, is 
by the use of the tuberculine test. 

Mohler ¢ays that “75 per cent of al] 
cows supplying milk in the district 
ot Columbia are tuberculous, and! that 
the most important disease of cows, 
from the public health standpoint, 
is tuberculosis, and that it is also 
very prevalent.” There is positive 
evidence of the tuberculous infection 
of infents and children by the use of 
milk ar food drawn from cows dis- 
eased with tuberculosis. Dairy pro- 
kegs of powder had been placed there 
may conéain the bacilli of tubereu- 
josis if made from tthe milk of cows 
which were tuberculous. Clean, 
wholesome and sanitary milk is 
largely a matter of cost and education

Kenzie’s Statement Concerning 
His Transcontinental 


Montreal, Que., June 2.—Mr, Wil- 
liem MacKenzie, president of the Can- 
adian Northern, arrived in Montreal 
this evening from Quebec, where he 
had landed after crossing on the 
Royal George, the new steamer of the 
Canadian Northern Atlantic service. 
Mr. MacKenzie was jubilant over the 
success of his financial projects in 
London and Brussels, and remarked 
ihat the confusion caused by the 
King’s death was the cause of the fail- 
ure of the public to take up the Duns- 
muir Coal (Mines’ flotation. This, 
however, was well underwritten and 
thers was no doubt the iesue would in 
time de all taken up by the public. 
(Mr. MacKenzie, however, stated that 
the Duluth railway issue had since 
then been all subscribed. This road, 
he said, was already built from Fort 
Francis, on the Canadian Northern. 
for one hundred miles and would be 
complete to Duluth by next spring, 
which would give the Canadian North- 
ern an outlet over ite own lines from 
the wheat country to both Duluth and 
Fort William. 

Main Line West From Edmonton. 

With regard to the Canadian North- 
ern transcontinental line Mr, Mae- 
Kenzie stated that during this year 
the western end would be pretty well 
under way between Edmonton and the 
Rocky Mountains, while a good start 
would be made on the north shore 
section. He expressed the hope that 
by four years from now their whole 
main line would be completed from 
Mcntreal and Toronto to the Pacific 
coast. The Pacific coast section would 
be started immediately. 

There was,» little difficulty getting 
money for sound railway projects in 
England, he said, investors being cou- 
vineed of the great future of Canada, 
so that they had no fear of destructive 
Tailway competition. Mr. MacKenzie 
was not so gure of the Montreal-Haw- 
kesbury line ,as a good deal had to 
be done to secure entry into Sotn 
Montreal and Ottawa. 
be done on their line east of Quebec 
this season, all their energies being 
devoted to the work between Montre u 
and Toronto and the coast, 

Secured Forty Million, 

The Canadian Northern president 
confirmed the reports that he had 
secured forty millions, the largest is- 
sue being for the Vancouver Islaad 
coal mines, which he said were quite 
separate from the Canadian Northera 
railway, although, of course, several 
people interested in the railway were 
also in the coal proposition. 

Mr. MacKenzie expressed consider- 
able pleasure at his experiences cn 
the Royal George and the prospects 
for business on the new trans-atlantic 
line. In fact he stated that it would 


not be long before the company would | 


be consideraing the construction of a 
third vessel for this route. 

Mr. MacKenzie with his family left 
tonight in his private car by the Cao- 
adian Pacific for Toronto.

Pitiful Case in Saskatoon—With Wife 
Hl in Hospitai and Family in 
Straighieneu Circumstances Jas. 
Salter Sent to Jail for Nine 
Months 


Saskatoon, Sask., June 2.—Cry'ng 
bitterly and pleading lenien:; for the 
sake of his wife who is ill in the Los- 
pital and his little family in vwory 
straightened circumstances Jas. 3 1}- 
ter pleaded guilty to a charge o° st«4)- 
ing goods from the hardware dopa. 
ment of J. F. Cairns’ tore in the no- 
lice court this morning. The vaive of 
the goode stolen only amounce! to 
$46.55 and had been taken whea the 
prisoner was employed as a clerk in 
the store. He was sentenced to nine 
months at hard labor in Prine» Al- 
bert jail. 

The case was one of the most piti- 
able heard in the police court in many 
moons, and the prisoner found many 
sympathizers in court. He sobbed 
practically during the entire tial, 
and when the magistrate pronounce! 
sentence he broke down completeiy 
and cried so pathetically that the 
emotions of every one in the room 
were aroused. Magistrate Brown, j4 
addressing the prisoner, said that ‘he 
case had been clearly proven and that 
taking goods from an employer, from 
time to time, was the very worat kind 
of stealing. If employers were unapie 
to put faith in employees it would Le 
impossible to carry on business an] 
for that reason he felt it his duty to 
impose a sentence that would give the 
prisoner time to think over what be 
aad done and as to what course of liffe 
in fwture he should follow. The ac- 
cused in pleading for his wife said 
that he would never steal again if let 
off this time, but the magistrate was 
stern and said that oefore passing 
sentence he had been asked to find out 
whether or not there had been previ- 
ous convictions against Salter, but 
this he had no power to do. 

Died From Lockjaw. 

A young homesteader from Blad- 
worth, named W. L. Christie, was 
brought into the city last Friday by 


A.W. Farler. He was suffering from 
what was thought io be only slight 
gunshot wounds in the calf of the 
leg. He was detained at the city 


hospital and thought to be progress- 
ing favorably, but yesterday lockjaw 
set in, and he passed away early vhis 
morning. The accident occured while 
on a pleasure drive on May 24th, 
with several friends. Christie had 
a 22 calibre rifle with him, which he 
was in the act of loading when there 
was an accidental discharge, the bul- 
let emtering the calf of his leg. Being 
only a flesh wound it was not though; 
to be serious and it was not till signs 
of tetanus were observed that any 
fears were entertained of his recov- 
ery. Christie was ouly 19 years of 
age, and he and his brother were 
homesteading at Bladworth, but were 
natives: of Lechute, Quebec, to which 
place the body wilk.be shipped this 
evening for burial,

P, Brodeur and Hon. Rudolphe Lem- 
ieux will be present as representing 
the gove.nment. Earl Grey’s visit to 
England will not interfere with his 
Hudson’s Bay trip. 

Successiul Peat Experiments. 

The peat expertmental station «t 
Alfred, Ontario, has been so success: 
ful that the government is now consid- 
éring the idea of planting similar 
stations in other parts of the country. 
One of the objects of this is to supply 
not only the farmers of the prairies, 
but the rest of Canada with fuel to 
make them independent of the coa! 
supply of the United States. 

Technical Education Commission. 

The following have been appointed 
members of the Royal Commission on 
industria) training and technical edu- 
cation, an appropriation to cover the 
expenses of which was voted at the 
last session of parliament: James W.

Toronto, The commissioners -re em- 
powered to pursue their investigations 
at such localities as may appear nec- 
essary in the Dominion of Canada, in 
Great Britain, the United States, 
France, Germany, and subject to the

Capital and Labor. 

It is stated by the Department of 
labor that the two bodies, which have 
been most active in urging upon the 
government the necessity of appoint- 
ing a commission on technica] educa- 
tion, are the Canadian Manufacturers 
association and the Dominion Trades 
and Labor congress, and in appoin’- 
ing Dr. Murray and Mr. Simpson, the 
government felt that it had given te 
these bodies virtually their own 
nominees.
